Enormous 
Sums 
for 
fRoads» 
The Pittsburg Dispatch, which has 
given a great deal of attention to the 
subject,makes the statement that some- 
thing over $5.,000,000 has been spent 
in Pennsylvania this year in the repair 
oi roads. 
This is an increase of 


0 0 0 , 0 0 0 over the amount expended last 
year,and there is really nothing to show 
for H 


It would be difficult to accept these 
enormous figures were it not for the 
fact that our contemporary gives the 
figures 
by couties in more than one- 
half the State, and these fully sustain 
its general calculation. 
This amount 
is not all paid in cash, but the tax as- 
sessed in difierent sums in the several 
townships ol a county, and only what 
is not worked out by the property own- 
er is paid in money. The work is gen- 
erally done very carelessly, without ad- 
equate supervision, and the roads are 
very soon in about as bad condition as 
if nothing had been done with them. 


Larger sums are jiaid or worked out 
in road taxes in many of the counties 
than are raised for the support of iKe 
public schools. 
It IS plain, 
however, 
that no matter how large the expendi- 
ture, it will accomplish no permanent 
good 
until there is a very 
radical 
change in the present system. 
Five 
millions of dollars is not a large sum 
to 
spend 
in 
a 
year 
on 
the 
year on the roads of large Stale like 
Pennsylvania,but it is an enormous sum 
to be wasted, as it generally is now. It 
is not pretended that the roads ot the 
State in general show any improvement 
over a year agi>, in spite of what has 
been done. 


It is useless to go on in this way. 
T h e present want of foundation for 
most of the country roads makes ex- 
pensive and irequent repairing necessa- 
ry. 
Once made right they would re- 
quire less attcniTon, and would be kept 
in excellent 
repair at 
comparatively 
small cost. 
Experience has shown that 
this is not to be done successfully by 
the present irresponsible township sys- 
tem and the method of working out the 
tax. 
It would richly repay the farmer 
to pay his road tax in cash, and let 
the money be used under competent 
direction. H e would then realize some- 
thing for it, which he rarely does now. 


This is a problem which cannot be 
too soon solved, and some general sys- 
tem adopted which will prove to the 
advantage of all. There are few things 
likely to benefit the farmer more than 
good roads. 
It would be a measure of 
economy to him to pay liberally in this 
respect if the money be spent wisely, 
but the present system isaltogethar ex- 
travagant a n d unprofitable. T h e farm- 
er really gets nothing for his money 
and his work.—Phila. Press.

Alaska's Uroat 
tiiacion 


A sun-burned but jolly party of tour- 
ists arrived at 
the Palmer House the 
other day. 
They were Commodore .John 
J. Dickerson, of the New 
York Yacht 
Club, his wife and two children, Miss 
G. Seeley and W. II. Chapman. 
The 
travelers are returning east after a two 
months' trip to Alaska and the Yellow- 
stone Park. 


'*I have traveled from the 
Hawaiian 
Islands to Egypt, but I never beheld 
n 
more beautiful eight 
than 
the 
Nyer 
glacier, two miles north of Sitka," said 
the commodore, while at the Palmer last 
evening. 
" T h e glacier is one mile wide 
and over 200 feet high, and it throws 
out the most magnificent colors. I have 
seen hundreds of glaciers, but none like 
the Neyer. 


"Generally the monster hills of ice are 
dirty and do not contain a delicate tint. 
Not so with the huge mass in Alaska. It 
is as clear as manufactured cakes of ice, 
and contains the most gorgeous cjlors. 
At the base the color is a beautiful sap- 
phire blue and at the top a snow white. 
It was a rough trip to get the re,but I do 
not have any regrets for tho hardships I 
was compelled to undergo. 


"The Neyer glacier keeps moving all 
the time at the rate of seventy-five feet a 
day. 
It moves out into the bay where 
the water is 200 feet deep, and chunks 
of ice as large as the Palmer House fre- 
quently break off and float away. Some- 
times a chunk three times at large as the 
hotel will break away from the glacier, 
and the sound that 
is made when the 
crack in the ice takes place is like the 
report of a thousand cannons fired simul- 
taneously. 


"The reason the glacier keeps moving 
out into the bay and chunks 
constantly 
break away is because of the enormous 
pressure behind the mass. 
The ice that 
constantly 
keeps accumulating behind 
the glacier,which is situated in a kind of 
ravine a mile wide, weighs millions of 
tons, and room must be made for it."— 
Chicago 
Tribune, 


Russia ¡s the Rye Country. 


Russia is the rye-producing country ot 
the world. 
The crop is very poor, and 
the Czar has commanded that none of it 
shall be exported. 
The Germans, who 
eat rye and not wheat, are alarmed. The 
soldiers are grumbling seriously at the 
piospect of being obliged to feed upon 
wheat bread, this year. Incidentally, the 
few millions of bushels of rye grown in 
the United 
Strtes have 
advanced 
in 
value. 


It is very curious to observe how the 
different nations eat different grains. 
In 
the United States we feed largely upon 
corn, which in England is thought to be 
only good for horses. 
A very few years 
ago we ate no oats; at present we con- 
sume more oatmeal than does any other 
people. 
We don't care much for rye, 
except for distilling into whisky, and so 
our production of it is comparatively 
small. 
Germany and 
Russia eat rye, 
while all western Europe 
feeds upon 
wheat. 
Go into a German beer-saloon, 
and it is always rye bread that you will 
find upon the bar. 
China and 
Japan 
choose rice for their grain. 
So does 
India. 
The latter also is a large con- 
sumer of millets—grassy-looking 
cereal 
plants, which are only considered fit for 
forage in this country.—Bv&ton

A Humnu Footprint iu a Stone. 


On May 13, 18S2, Mr. John B, Wig- 
gins, of Waverly, N, J., while searching 
for ethnological specimens on top of Blue 
Mountain, Perry County, 
Penusylvania,

the earliest trace of man in America. 
It 
is a piece of stone composed of meta- 
morphic lime, 
about nine a u i a half 
inches thick, 
nine inches long, four 
inches wide, and weighs six pounds.

mals there is wide dilierence both of 
growth, thickness and color between the 


•»and the speculator sold «ut at about 200 
per cent, profit. 
The fur takes name 
from the province of Astrakhan,in which 
huge flocks of curly sheep are kept 
wholly for the sake of their 
skins. 
Those of them that the furrier loves die 
young—in fifteen minutes of birth. Their 
. skins come in huge bales to the weird 
• eastern city that is the largest entrepot 
% on earth for such unsavory merchandise. 


For there you get, too, 
sable, lynx, 
•otter, the rare blue and silver fox, Sibe- 
rian wolf, not to mention dog and goat 
skins, 
for rugs. 
Both the last two 
animals are bred extensively throughout 
Mantchooria. Indeed, dog ranching is a 
leading industry, 
A Mantchoo belle's 
dov'ry is so many dogs and bales of their 
skins. 


Next to this source of supply comes 
the Hudson Bay Compauy. 
Afterward, 
the agf^ncies scattered over the Westera 
and Northern United States. 
Though 
fur-bearing animals are plenty enough in 
the Soulh, their hair is not close and fine 


• enou:»h to give the skins commercial • 
value!. 
Amecicaflatfurs come chiefly from 
the near, 
otter, 
lynx, 
minK, beaver, 
skunk and muskiat. 
Opossum and coon 
skins are likewise native, 
but hardly 
worth mention among leading sorts. 


The seal supply, as all know, come 
mainly from the Pribylov 
Islands—the 
westernmost bit of earth fiying the Stars 
and Stripes. 
They are rocky,forbidding 
and storm beaten—fit for nothing under 
heaven but the seal rookeries that abound 
on them aud have done time out of mind. 
It was by following these herds of tha 


middle ])art, which covers the backbone, 
and the edges. 
Hence the wrong side of 
any fur garment looks pretty much like a 
war map, or the plot of a new suburban 
town. 
The right milst matcli to a hair, 
and only thus can that result be brought 
about. 


Nearly all sorts of skins go 
through 
the same process. 
Presumably 
they 
come into the dressers' hands dry aud 
hard. 
The first thing is to soak them 
in warmish water till they are as soft as 
the day they left their original occupants. 
Then they are carefully fieshed with a 
blunt knife, the edge.« trimmed, and pur 
by dozens into a big dram 
that 
steam 
keeps revolving at a lively rate. 
Saw- 
dust is packed thickly over and through 
them as they go in. 
For common furs 
oak orpine will do. 
Pine ones get saw- 
dust from ccdar, mahogany, rosewood, 
walnut or boxwood. 
The last is so high- 
priced that it is reserved for sable and 
ermine. 


For ten hours or more the wheels sro 
merrily lound, skins and sawdust churn- 
ing about inside. 
Next, as they come 
out each pelt is rubbed 
liberally on the 
hair side with rancia butter—the strong- 
er the better. 
After that it is pulled 
many 
times diagonally over 
a blunt 
knife fixed above the workman's head. 
This is to secure pliancy and an even 
grain. 
The final curing process is pack- 
ing them in other revolving drums with 
flour, instead of 
sawdust, for 
anothei 
ten-hour dance. 
Here, too, sable and 
ermine assert their aristocratic suprem- 
acy, 
They are given a bath of 
corn- 
star cli. 


Ermine edged the knight's robe, bor- 
dered the king's mantle and the queen's 
robe of state. 
For such purposes it was 
Spotted with small black tails skillfully 
¡sewn iu. 
Their number, as well as the 
'width of band allowable, was strictly a 
matter for Court regulation. 


The wherefore of this flour bath is to 
remove superfluous grease. 
The finished 
skins are shaken or beaten free of it, and 
go on to those who cut and sew them. 


Theirs should be a well-paid occupa- 
tion, certainly it is a mighty uncomfort- 
able one. 
For summer is the season of 
it—and think of sewing seal capes and 
'bear boas with the thermometer 
at 
•iiinety. 
The work requires a high de- 
gree of skill and is fairly lucrative. 
For 
long it was regarded as wholly the prov- 
ince of the hand worker, but the inge- 
nuity of inventors could not rest till it 
had produced a fur-sewin;r 
machine.

CEMENT ran MKKUlXfJ. 


To make a splen'^*id cement for mend- 
ing 
almost 
anything, 
mix 
tosrether 
litharge and glycerine to the consistonoy 
of thick cream or fresh putty. 
This 
cement is u?cful for mending stone jars 
or any coarse earthenware, for stopping 
leaks in seams of tin pans, cracks and 
holes in iron kettles and the like. 
Holes 
an inch in diameter in keltles can bo 
filled and used the same for years in 
boiling water and feed. 
It may also be 
used to fasten on lamp tops, to tighten 
loose nuts, to secure bolts where nuts are 
lost, to ticrhten loose joints of wood or 
iron, loose boxes in wagons, hubs, and a 
great many other things. 
In all eases 
the article mended should not be used 
until the cement has hardened, which 
will require from one day to one week, 
according to the quantity used. 
This 
cement will resist the actions of acicis, 
•of water, hot or cold, and almost any 
degree of heat.—Detroit Free Press, 


A VAI.UAlUvE AID. 


One of the most valuable auTs to tue 
cleanliness of a lady's wardrobe is gaso- 
line. 
It is used in factories where cor- 
sets, 
ready-made clothing and 
other 
such articles arc manufactured, to re- 
move the stains of grease and machinery, 
and is found more efi'ectual than any- 
thing that has been tried. 


How often in looking through hor 
wardrobe, spring and fail, a lady will 
find some article too good to discard that 
htis been discolored. 
A dress waist that 
is marred about the collar and sleeves by 
the moisture of the skin, a soft woolen 
shawl that is dust-stained, or travel- 
soiled, a nice pair of silk or kid gloves 
that are **too black to wear." 
All these 
thin:is may be cleansed with gasoline. 


Put the articles in the fluid, rub softly, 
if much soiled change the fluid once, 
shake, and hang up to dry. 
They will 
come out as good as new. 
Ribbons, 
ruches, almost every conceivable article 
of a lady's wardrobe may be treated in 
the same way. 


The odor is pungent, but it passes off 
more rapidly than that of any other 
cleansing 
fluid. 
It has a temporary un- 
pleasant eilect on the hands and fingers 
of those that use it, but this is quickly 
relieved by the application of vaseline. 
One lady who tried it described the 
effect on her flnger-tips to be like the 
pricking of needles, but she said this 
only lasted about five minutes, even 
though 
she did not 
use vaseline.—

Green Tomato Pickle—Select medium- 
swed, green tomatoes, cut in halves, slice 
onions and add to them, sprinkle with' 
salt and let stand over nighi; press out 
the jiMce and put in puns; put a gallon 
of vinegar .in a saucepan, add a pod of 
red pepper, a teaspoanfu?^ of black pep- 
per, a tablespoonful each of white and 
black mustard seed, ground cloves and 
allspice, and a teacup of brown sugar; let 
heat fifteen minutes aud pour over the 
pickles. 


Uipe Tomato Pickles—Take 
large» 
ripe tomatoes, puncture with a darning- 
needle; place a laj^cr in a large jar with 
chopped onions, sprinkle with salt and 
put in another layer until the jar is full; 
let this stand a week and drain; put in a 
jar, and cover with spiced vinegar. 


Yellow Pickle—Take two gallons of 
vinegar, two pounds of sugar, one ounce 
of tumeric, three ounces of cloves, one 
of mace, one pint of mustard seed and 
two tablespoons of celery seed; pound 
well, and stir in the hot vinegar; Lake 
three large heads of cabbage, cut- and 
scald in brine, squeeze dry and hang in 
the sun; when bleacuei put in a jar and 
l^our the vinegar over. 


Pepper Pickles—Cut the stems out of 
fifty large pods of pepper, fill each with 
cliopped 
cabbage, grated 
horseradish, 
mustard seed and salt; replac the stems 
and tie a string around; pack in stone 
jars, and cover with vinegar. 


Onion 
Pickles—Take 
large, 
white 
onions; put in a jar ana pour boiling 
water over; let stand three days; draiu 
ojr the water, and add pork brine; let 
stand twenty-four hours; heat one gal- 
lon of vinegar; odd two ounces of tur- 
meric, and pour over the onions boiling 
hot; cover the jar and let stand ten days; 
then 
drain ; 
pour over strong, 
well 
seasoned vinegar; cover tightly and set 
in a cool dry jjlace. 


Nasturtium Pickles—Gather the berries 
when full grown; put them in a jar; 
pour boiling salt water over them, and 
let stand three or four days; drain, and 
cover with cold spiced vinegar. 


Pickle Cauliflower—Take firm, white 
heads; break into pieces, and boil for ten 
minutes in strong suit aud water; skim 
out the pieces; lay on a cloth to drain; 
when cold, put in a pickle jar with a 
dozen whole cloves, two do/en allspice 
and dozen pepper corns, and pour over 
hot vinegar. 


Spacish Pickles—Take two dozen lari^e 
cucumbers, one pe^k of lull-grown greeu 
tomatoes aud one doz;in onions; let the 
cucumbers and whole tomatoes stand in 
brine three dajs; chop the onions and 
sprinkle with salt; take half a gallon of 
vinegar, three ounces of white mustard 
seed, one each of turmeric and celery 
seed, one box of mustard and two pounds 
of brown sugar; 
set on fire, and let 
simmer slowly for half an hour; poui 
over the cucumbers, and seal.—Vou>rier' 
'Journal,

The statistical returns of the De- 


partment of Agricultural for Novem- 
ber, make the corn crop one of the 
largest in volume known. Much of 
the crop is yet in the stack, and its 
condition and rate of yield may be 
somewhat better known after garner- 
ing and marketing, yet it is evident 
that the product will not be less than 
2,000,000,000 bushels, or 51 bushels 
per unit of population. The October 
condition of potatoes has only been 
equalled once since 1880, and the av- 
erage yield, according to these pre- 
liminary estimates has not been sur- 
passed in the past ten years. It aver- 
ages 93.9 bushels per acre. Hay has 
made a nearly average yield and is of 
medium quality. The tobacco pio- 
duce is somevrhat above the average, 
and will fully meet the requirements 
of consumplion and export. The cot- 
ton crop is good quality but its quan- 
tity has been affected by the weather. 


While out gunning a few "days ago 


a young man named Everhart, near 
East Prospect. York county, was se- 
verely injured by the accidental dis- 
charge of his gun. 
His dogs got to 


fighting and he attempted to separate 
them by using the butt of his gun as a 
club, when the discharge occurred and 
the load went into one of his" thighs, 
causing a terrible laceration.

Amos Myers, of the same 
vicinity, took a dose of arsenic Thurs- 
day with suicidal intent, but timely 
remedies administered by a doctor 
saved his life. He is 63 years of age 
and a respected citizen. 


William West, of Lebanon, went 


•with several friends for a stroll in the 
country Sunday. 
While walking 


through the 
fields West 
saw a 


rabbit sitting in the grass, and, draw- 
ing an old horse pistol from his pock- 
et, attempted to shoot it. The rusty 
•weapon missed fire, and, becoming 
enraged, West threw it at the rabbit, 
when it struck the ground and explod- 
ed, twelve shot entering West's neck 
and penetrating the larynx. His in- 
juries proved fatal. 


Mr. George W. Sell, near Hanover, 


is so seriously ill that little hope is en- 
tertained of his recovery. Last spring 
he had several ribs broken by a fall 
while working at his new bam. the 
effects of which has caused a compli- 
cation of internal troubles that are be- 
yond the reach of human hands. 


Mrs. Catharine McCIeary, of Larue, 


York county, died last Sunday of lock- 
jaw, caused by a splinter which enter- 
ed her left hand while at work last 
•week. No suffering vras experienced 
until Saturday, when her condition 
rapidly became worse and death soon 
ensued.

It is not well to allow a sow to breed 


uatil she is at least six moatiis old, and 
thea she should have made a good 
growth. It is true that many would 
breed earlier than that, but the "result is 
apt to be small pigs, of weak constitu- 
tions, aad usually inferior In everv way 
to the true standard of the breed, if thev 
are of any particular breed, and if nor", 
scarcely faired to fatten, aad certainly 
uaStted to breed from. IE would be 
much better for those who are trvino- to 
grow good stock that they should let the 
sows go at least eight months before al- 
lowing them to run with the male, or an 
April pig could be used in December, so 
that she might also farrow in April. 
Then, if the pigs are good and she proves 
a good mother, she might be kept until 
sis or seven years old and give two lit- 
ters a year. They usually ran 113 davs. 
and some times old sows go a day or 
two over, while a very young sow may 
not go quite as long. Bat they are usu- 
ally punctual to the day, aad almost to 
the hour, after the first litter. Breeding 
too young aad thea fattealag, almost 
without regard to the value for breeding 
has been one great cause of deterioration 
in swiae.—Boston Cultivator.

duct which It should be. Evea a single 
variety varies In character to a large de- 
gree. Take the Early Minnesota or the 
Evergreen, for instance, and notice the 
difference of two ears from the same 
plantiag, the seed haviag beea procured 
ia oae package. 
While oae ear Is sweet, 


tender and delicious, the other will per- 
haps be coarse, tough, tasteless and far 
from desirable. 
Cultivatloa has not pro- 


duced this marked difference, and It 
must exist la the variety. Still farther, 
I believe some corn plants have a tendency 
to hold the tenderness of their kernels 
for a. loager time thaa others.

SHAFT OF TVAGOXS. 


Bulletin Xo. 13 of the Missouri Agri- 


cultural College aad Xo. 4 of the Utah 
Experiment Station are the sources of 
the following summary which, from its 
practical nature, can hardly fail to be In- 
teresting to farmers: 


1. Wheels with felloes 11 laches wide

41.6 per cent, harder thaa wheels with 
felloes three inches wide did. On a dirt 
road, slightly moist, the former drew 
12.7 per cent, heavier than the latter. 


2. Draft oa moist roads, according to 


degree of moisture, is harder thaa draft 
on hills varying la rise from oae foot In 
eight to one foot in twenty. 


3. Draft on a plank road Is about one- 


fiftieth of the load, and not one-seventh 
of tho draft found on a mud road ia its 
ordinary condition after a rain.

It is hoped by the Department or Agri- 
culture that the bamboo may yet be cul- 
tivated in this country, as it is in China, 
where it supplies a large part of 
the 
wants of the people, being 
applied 
to 
more than five hundred dilTeront and 
useful purposes. 
In the Flowery King- 
dom it takes the place both of iron and 
steel. 
The farmer bailds his house and 
iences out of it, his farming utensils as 
well as his household furniture are manu- 
factured from it, while tho tender shoots 
furnish him with a most delicious vege- 
table for his table. 


Tho roots are carved into fantastic 
images, shaped into divining blocks to 
guess tho will of tho gods, or cut into 
lantern handles and canes. 
The tapering 
culms aro used for the prons of houses, 
tho frameworks of awnings, tho ribs of 
sails, and shafts of rakes; for fences, 
and every sort 
of frames, 
coops and 
ca^cs, and for tho handles and ribs of 
umbrellas 
and 
fans. 
The 
leaves 
are 
sewed into rain coats and that?hcs. 
The 
wood, cut into splints of various sizes, is 
woven into baskets of every form, sown 
into window curtains and door screens 
and twisted into cables. 
The shavings 
and curlcd threads furnish materials for 
stuffing pillows, while parts supply the 
bed for sleeping, tho chopsticks for eat- 
ing, the pipe for smoking, the broom for 
sweeping, the mattress to Ho upon, the 
chair to sit upon, the table to eat on, the 
food to eat, aud the fuel to cook it with. 
Tho ferule to govern with, the book to 
study from, the reed pipe of tho organ, 
the shaft of the soldier's spear, and tho 
dreaded instrument of 
the judge; the 
skewer to pin the hair, and the hat to 
screen the head; the paper to write on, 
the pcncil to write with and the cup to 
put the pencil in; the rule to

JaiGGEST IS NOT BEST, 


It is well for a farmer to test 
tho ca- 
pacity of an acre and find out how much 
of this or that it can be made to produco, 
but it is not always tho 
best systeu of 
agriculture. 
The size of a crop is one 
thing, and tho prodt of it another. The 
soil can be overstocked with fertilizers, 
and the ])lanls thereby overfed. 
The 
crop may be larger than the average, but 
it may have cost many times more than 
the average. 
The man who is striving 
to get tho greatest income for the least 
outlay or, 
in other words, the great- 
est profit from his acre;, must count his 
investments in money and time aud ap- 
ply only enough of manure, seed, labor 
and attention to give the best returns for 
iuergy expended. 
Each must, by suc- 
cessive trials, decide what 
this amount 
must be. 
It will pay one man 
in 
one 
locality to so enrich his soil and tend his 
crop of corn that it will yield a hundred 
bushels, but another farmer on another 
soil in a diilerent locality from market 
may lose money if he tries to grow more 
than fifty. Farming is a business, and 
not a game of «*got the biggest 
crop," 
no matter by what means,—American 
Aorictiliurist»

It is not well to allow a sow to breed 
until she is at least six months old, and 
then she should 
have made a ¿jood 
growth. 
It is true that 
many would 
breed earlier than that, but the result is 
apt to be small pigs, of weak 
constitu- 
tions, and usually inferior in every way 
to the true standard of the breed, if they 
are of any particular breed, and if not, 
scarcely fitted to fatten, and certainly 
unfitted to breed 
from. 
It would bo 
much better for those who are trying to 
grow good stock that they should let the 
BOWS go at least eight months before al- 
lowing them to run with the male, or an 
April i)ig could be used in December, so 
that she might 
also farrow in 
April, 
Then, if the pigs arc good and she proves 
a good mother, she might be kept until 
six or seven years old and give two lit- 
ters a year. 
They usually run 112 days, 
and some times old sows go a day or 
two over, while a very young sow may 
not go quite as long. 
But they are usu- 
ally punctual to the day, and 
almost to 
the hour, after the first litter. 
Breeding 
too young and then fattening, almost 
without regard to the value for breeding 
has been one great cause of deterioration 
in swine.—JBosion

DKAFT OF WAOONS. 


Bulletin No. 13 of the Missouri 
Agri- 
cultural College and No. 4 of tho 
Utah 
Experiment ¡Station aro tho sources of 
tho following summary which, from it^ 
practical nature, can hardly fail to be in- 
teresting to farmers: 


1. Wheels with felloes I J inches wide

Dr. M. C. Cooke, of London, finds 
that 4600 
species of mushrooms and 
toadstools are now known to 
science, 
1400 ol them being found in the British 
Isles. 
Only 134 can safely be regarded 
as edible, while thirty are decidedly poi- 
sonous. 


A *'locomotive stetimboat" is being 
built in Sweden for the navigation of a 
chain of small lakes separated by falls. 
The boat is to be fitted with wheels fit- 
ting a track, and power can be applied 
either to the propeller or to the locomo- 
tive driving wheels. 


Professor Frank H. Bigelow, the emi- 
nent astronomer, is said to Inve com- 
puted, by a very complicated process of 
calculation, the exact period of tho suu's 
revolution on its axis. 
He makes it 
twenty-seven days, nine hours, fifty-two 
minutes and fifty-two seconds.

not, as may be convenient.

fording that protection. 
It appears 
that Capt. "White called at Corinto, 
iCicaragua, 
where he took on board 
live passengers, one of them a citizen 
of Baltimore, and the other four men 
who had formerly been identified with 
the 
Government 
of 
San 
Salvador. 
>Vhen his vessel arrived at La Lib- 
ertad, a port which was within tho 
jurisdiction 
of 
President 
Ezeta, 
a 
posse of San Salvadoreans came on 
board to take possession of ,his ship 
and arrest 
the 
five passengers, who 
were charged with being revolution- 
ists. 
In this emergency the Captain's 
knowledge of 
the 
Barrundia affair 
gerved 
him 
a good turn. 
lie had 
neither small arms, Gatlingguns, nor 
cannon 
with 
which to protect his 
vessel and 
passengers, 
but ho had 
what was equally effective—namely; 
a hose full of scalding water, 
which 
Is a good close-quarter weapon, 
and 
he placed it at oncc In readiness for 
active and vigorous operation. 
The 
San Salvadoreans did not wait for the 
assault, but left the vessel more rap- 
Idly than they had come aboard and 
staid not upon the order of their go- 
ing, 
but went at once. 
Tho Presi- 
dent, it is reported, * set out for the 
next port with a regiment of troops, 
but Capt. "White, like 
Jim Lane, ol 
Kansas, who early in the war avoided 
attack from the enemy's fort by tak. 
ing another route, did not touch at 
the port, but súeamed away with his 
passengers and landed them in a place 
of safety. 


Capt. White is deserving of 
credit 
for his 
promptness and courage in 
dealing with these San Salvadoreans 
who so coolly invaded his vessel, pro- 
posed to take off his passengers, and 
in case of resistance 
or objection to 
take the vessel itself. 
Tlipy did not 
anticipate probably that any objection 
would be offered, and, least of all, that 
it would take a shape 
disastrous to 
the cuticle of San Salvadorean legs. 
They have learned one lesson, 
how- 
ever, from an individual cilizenofthe 
United States in the matter of violat- 
ing the rights of 
asylum under the 
American Hag, and they should now 
be treated to another 
from the ag- 
gregate of American citizenship re- 
presented by this Government. 
It is 
about time these petty Central Ameri- 
can Republics were taught an object 
lesson in international courtesy which 
they will understand.—[Chicago Tri- 
bune.
